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The Trend to Closed Cars 


Sa ERAL MOTORS recently gave out figures covering 
its production of open and closed models for the first 

six months of 1926 in comparison with similar statistics for 

past years. They make interesting and significant reading. 

These figures go back to 1922, and in that year 72 per 
cent. of the cars built by General Motors were open models. 
In 1923 the open car production had dropped to 63 per cent. 
In 1924 a further drop carried the open car models down to 
57 per cent. of the total. Last year the open car represented 
but 37 per cent. of the total General Motors output and dur- 
ing the first seven months of this year open models dropped 
to 19 per cent. 

While the ratio of open to closed cars may with General 
Motors run somewhat higher than with certain other big 
companies, nevertheless the trend toward the closed models 
in this company’s plants indicates what we may expect when 
complete figures for 1926 are in hand. In the production of 
the Ford Motor Company the open car may perhaps continue 
to hold a fair -percentage, but almost every other manufac- 
turer is going to show a rapid approach to the vanishing of 
the touring model. Roadsters probably will continue to hold 
their own, but when we get revised figures for 1926 it is cer- 
tain that the coach or two-door sedan, or whatever the name 
of the cheapest closed model in any given line may be, will be 
the standard of the American industry. We are willing to 
risk a prediction that in the total] 1926 production open cars 


will not show better than 40 per cent. 
— the Legislature of the state of North Carolina 
lately passed a law imposing a tax of $10 per year 
upon automobile salesmen, the performance seemed so gro- 
tesquely unjust that most people figured the courts would 
declare it unconstitutional. The law is now being passed 
upon by the Supreme Court of the state and the automo- 
tive trade associations of North Carolina are willing to 
concede that the enactment will be declared legal. 

Whatever pretext has been used to disguise the real 
intent of the law, this is an unjust enactment. The fact that 
it is “only $10 per year” does not alter the case. If the 
North Carolina automotive interests are wise, they will call 
a halt right here, by seeing to it that the men who sponsored 
and passed the law retire to private life at the end of their 
present terms. There is only one language that a politician 
understands, and that is, “Take you feet out of the trough.” 
Automotive votes in this country properly applied can tell 
legislators, state, local and national, exactly what they want. 
It is time they were applied.
